SUIT OVER STAIRWAY 


W ill Be Argued By Attorney Speaker 
and Probably Taken to 
Circuit Court. 
Lisbon. 
September 2 
(Special) — 
Attorney Charle* S Speaker went to 
Ravenna today to argue before Judge 
Robinson the Columbiana injunction 
case in which Mrs. Caroline Deemer 
is plaintiff against the First National 
bank of that village, seeking to enjoin 
the banking company from erecting a 
new block in a way that will inter­ 
fere with a stairw ay which is partly 
on her premises and partly on the 
hanking company’s premises. 
Judge Hole recently granted a tem­ 
porary restraining order. 
The case 
will probably be taken to circuit court, 
which ever wav Judge Robinson de­ 


cides it. 


Unless unforseen action is taken by 
those in authority the question of tie 
collecting and disposing of the cityV 
garbage, which has been in continuous 
argument before council, the hoard of 
health and board of public service for 
months, will he settled for a period of 
three years commencing September 8.

Every feature of the question was con 
sidered fully and without opposition on 
either side a contract agreeable to the 
Sanitary Reduction company was out 
lined. 
This contract will he drafted 
by the solicitor and at 
the meeting 
of council it will he presented for that 


body’s sanction. 
The contract mutually agreed upon 
was practically the same as that talk 
ed of at the last regular meeting if 
council. The Sanitary Reduction com­ 
pany is to receive $153 per month f«r 
burning or disposing of the garbage. 
and it will he permitted to charge pat­ 
rons 10 cents per week for collecting, 
hotels and restaurants to he charge 1 
in accordance with tlx* amount thev 
furnish, it was not decided at the con­ 


ference* what the bond shall lie tind r 
which the company shall work.

leave tfiat a blank and council can fix 
the amount when the contract is given 


to it. 
Manager Bursner stated this morn­ 
ing that he would furnish any reason­ 
able bond and that he would see that 
the contract is lived up to in detail. 
He experts, if the eon tract is given to 
him, to place four teams on the street 
and keep them going every day 
They 
will collect from every portion at least 
once a week and will go more often 
If necessary.

Die county commissioners have just j 
placed a largo fire-proof safe in th 'J 
office of Probate Judge J. A. Martin, 
to enable that official to comply vvuli I 
the statutes in safeguarding important 
documents, such as 
wills,

count of lack of facilities for keeping 
them safe, as his bondsmen would bi­ 
llable in (ase of their destruction. 
In 
the new safe are special reeoptacb s 
for such documents which render them 
safe. 
in regard to the privileges * I 
the general public in making use of 
tho safe the law provides: 
"A n y will iii writing may lie depos­ 
ited by th*' person making the sam 
or by some person for him in (he office 
of the judge of tho probate court ! > 
tho 
county in which

testator 
lives, to be safely kept until delivered 
or dispose*! of. 
"E v e ry will intended to ho deposited 
as aforesaid shall 
he 
enclosed in 
scaled wrapper which shall have et 
dorsed thereon the name of Hie tesla 
tor, and th*' said probate judge 
shall 
endorse thereon the day when and th • 
person by whom it was delivered; and 
the wrapper may also have endorsed 
the name of any person to whom it t j 
to tie delivered after the death of th'' 
testator; and it shall not he opened or 
read until delivered to a person enti­ 
tled to receive the sam*', or otherwi rn 
disposed of as hereinafter provided. 


" S u c h will shall, dining the life timo 
of the testator, be delivered only

The best men in the com m unity took 
ad v an tag e of th e situation, and gave 
notes to their sons and dau g h ters in 
large am o u n ts enough to cover their 
credits. All sorts of devices to prevent 
the retu rn of credits w ere resorted to, 
and Mr. Kelley's theory was defeated 
at the outset. 
And yet had Mr. Kel­ 
ley studied *ho subject, lie would have 
found th at his theory had been a t­ 
tem pted to be carried into practice 400 
years before his tim e and had signally 
failed. 
To illustrate, I know a certain 
town where th ere are ten m erch an ts in 
the sam e line of business. 
Nine of 
them understood the way to work tho 
tax laws, and returned their stocks at 
about one tenth of their value.

tenth m erchant-believed the tax laws 
as they read, and each year, for ten 
years, returned his stock of goods at 
; full value.

I year, the tenth m en ban t discovered 
! that he had been re tu rn in g his stock 
at full value, while his nine competi­ 
tors had returned theirs aw ay below, 
j He consulted a law yer about it, and 
( was advised to return his goods th ere ­ 
after 011 his com petitors’ plan, which 
i he did, and th ere was no com plaint 
against him, as th ere had been none 
| against com petitors for the previous 
ten years. 
Of course the honest m er­ 
chant saw that he had robbed himself 
and that the state 
had

I money and not sought to compel hi* 
com petitors to live up to the law as 
he tiad done. 
W hen the state encour­ 
ages its oitizeus to follow a certain 
| 
! course, it ought to compel the o th ers 
who will not to do the same, but it 
I does not. and in fa* t it Is powerless to 
! do so. 
For fifty-eight years the sta te has 
m aintained schools for moral perjury. 
It has sought an*! is now seeking to 
destroy all respect for oaths and for 
the sanctions of religion. 
It unnually 
gives lessons in the disregard of both 
divine and hum an law. 
It pretends it will m ake all its citi­ 
zens retu rn all their property, money, 
credits, etc.. at full value, but never 
has done so, never can do so, and nev­ 
er will do so. 
Its laws are only a 
burden on the conscience of those who 
possess conscience, and it obtains full 
retu rn s only 
from 
th a t class, from 
those who have nothing to conceal, 
from 
widows, orphans and trustees. 
Law s which thus 
o p erate are a dis­ 
grace to the state, and tend to dem or­ 
alize its citizens. 
It is tim e the citi­ 
zens of Ohio should cease to be tiy|s>- 
crites, should look e ich o th er in the 
face and tell the truth.
